What the Attack Alleges. 

The words of the bills upon this point 
follow: 

“Your orator is advised that the con- 
e@titution of the state of Georgia ordains 
that the body of an act must not contain 
matter different from that jp the caption 
of the act; and your orator submits that 
the powers attempted to be conferred 
upon said railroad commission of the 
etate of Georgia, in said act approved Oc- 


tober 14, 1879, to make schedules of just |

Ring Made a Straightforward State- 
ment to the Jury, Giving His 
Side of fhe Difficulty, 
Which Eesultea in the 
Death of Hopens. 


Samuel F. Ring, who stabbed and kili- 
ed W. E. Hopens last Saturday morn- 
ing in the Piedmont hotel] barber shop, 
was released from custody yesterday af- 
ternoon on report of the coroner’s jury, 


|& verdict of justifiable homicide being 


returned. 

There were three eye-witnesses to the 
killiing—Lollie and Nelson Glanonne and 
u negro employee, Clifford Owens. Their 
testimony corresponded in every respect. 
They all stated that the killing was done 
in self-defense; .that Hopens was the 
aggressor throughout the affair; that 
Hopens threw two bottles at Ring, after 
which Ring threw One at Hopens d 
ran, bolting for the rear door of = 
barber shop; 
and caught him, and that he raised an- 
other bottle In a threatening manner, at 
which Ring drew a pair of shears out 
of his pocket and dealt him the fatal 
blow. 

The evidence indicated that there had 
been enmity between the two men for 
two months before Hopens was killed. 

Ring's statement, which was straight- 
forward throughout, was on the sime 
‘line as the testimony. An interesting 
‘fact in hig statement was. that 
Hopens was stabbed, -so_ bitter was 
| Hopens’ feeling that he still followed

Facts of the Homicide. 


John Hopens and Sam Ring were both 
barbers in the tharber shop of the Pied- 
mont hotel, Last Saturday morning there 
was @ quarrel] between the two. Blows 
were possed, water bottles were thrown 
at each other and finally, Ring, in de- 
fense of his Ufe, ag he claimed, stabbed 
Hopens with a pair of scissors. 

_ %It was thought at first that Ring had 
fled. but on the afternoon of the tragedy, 
accompanied by his brother and Leo 
Flesh, both of whom had been looking 
for him, he gave himself up to the 
' sheriff.

Virginia Bragg, a felephone operator, 
testified that on the night of September 
4 the defendant “rang in’’ and hig first 
remark was, “Give me some one.’”’ Then 
he asked for the residence af Mrs. J. T. 
Williams. Miss Bragg said she informed 
Mr. McCue that the line was busy, where 
‘upon he gaid not to tel] him the phone 
was busy, a3 some one was in his house 
and had shot and probably killed his 
wife. 

Witness then gave him the Williams’ 
residence, when he repeated that some 
one wag in the house and probably ‘‘had 
killed Fannie.” At the instance of Mrs. 
Williams, witness phoned to the police 
Station to send some one to Mr. McCue’s 
residence at once. 

The witness had no recollection that 
Mr. McCue called up Dr. McCue, the po- 
lice station, or any one else, but she 
would not say positively that he had not. 
On cross examination she said the state- 
ment she made at the inquest to the ef- 
fect that she might have connected the 
defendant’s phone with that of Dr. Mc- 
Cue and not have noticed it was cor- 
rect. The defendant's residence was on 
her switchboard.

MORRIS ALLEGES 
HEWAS IGNORED 


Election Contest in Cobb 
Brought to Fulton 
Court. 


Another election contest sensaticn has 
been sprung in Cobb county and is now 
before Judge Lumpkin, of Fulton county, 
for setlement. 
| The complainant in this case is J. 
|Gid Morris, who claims that in the recent 
genera] election he was legally chosen 
as county treasurer of Cobb ccunty, 
which office is now held contrary to laW 
by J. B. Glover, who is also clerk of 
the Cobb county superior court. 

This alleged tangle, according to the 
petition filled with Judge Lumpkin yes- 
terday, was brought about by the refusal 
of the election superintendents at the 
election to consolidate tRe vote for Mor- 
ris, who Was a candidate for county 
treasurer. In adition to ignoring him

They are’that the act creating 
the Georgia railroad commission is un- 
constitutional, in that it contains in fts

Dut ft Is Not Stated Whom 
the Committee Represents 


Questions in Petition of Freight 
Bureau, Which Sought to Show 
That It is Controlled 
by the Southern, 


In compliance with an order of the 
State railroad commission, the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company yester- 
day made answer to certain questions 
contained in the petition of the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau of August 19, last. 
which sought to bring out the fact that 
the Central is owned or controlled by the 
Southern Railway Company. 

The main fact which the petition of 
the Atlanta Freight’ Bureau sought to 
bring gut was the ownership of the cap- 
ital stock of the Central of Georgia, 
through which ownership the control of 
the property is exercised. 

The Central of Georgia has outstand. 
ing 650,000 shares of stock, and accor- 
ding to the Central’s answer to the rail. 
road commission, 49,985 of these shares 
are in the name of a committee, compos- 
ed of Adrian H,. Joline, George Sherman 
and AjJexander R. Lawton. 

Whom this committee represents the 
answer does not state, but deciares that 
beyond the facts stated in the answer, 
the respondent knows nothing. 

It is the belief of the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau that this committee represents 
the Southern railway in its possession 
of this stock, or some interest so close- 
ly allied to the Southern as to make it 
the same thing. 

The remaining 15 shares of stock are 
distributed among the officers and di- 
rectors of the company, who own one 
share each, evidently for the purpose 
simply of qualifying them to be direc- 
tors. The names of these stockholders 
and the date at which each one ac- 
qmtred his share of stock are given in 
the Central’s answer. 

The answer also gives the names of 
the directors of the Central, its execu- 
tive committee, the company’s officers 
and a list of all of its outstanding se- 
curities and to whom they were de- 
livered at the time they were issued. 
The bulk of these securities, as is shown 
by the answer, was turned over to Sam- 
uel Thomas and Thomas F. Ryan, by 
whom the reorganization plan was put 
through, in exchange for the properties 
which the company now controls.
